THE ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESI-— 
DENT OF THE STUDENTS’ UNION, 
1929-30 

The passing of the 1929-30 term marks 
the passing of the first milestone in a new 
era of Students’ Union affairs. 

For the first time in the history of the 
Union the Students’ Council have shad full 
legislative and administrative responsibility, 
and for that reason their duties have been 
particularly heavy. 

The Council have taken their responsi— 
bility seriously and have endeavoured to 
give a sane, progressive and business—like 
administration. How far they have suc— 
ceeded in doing this may be a matter of 
individual opinion; but I think it is unani— 
mously agreed that the sum total of their 
activities has resulted in a year of sub— 
stantial progress. 

Much new and necessary legislation has 
been passed, and as a result of it many 
much—needed reforms in the methods of 
handling Students’ Union business have 
been put into operation. 

Undér the new system of government 
there is always the danger that the student 
body as a whole will lose interest and get 
out of touch with the Council, and if such 
a thing were to happen it would be fatal to 
the cause of student government, 

The Council this year sought to avoid 
that danger by keeping the study body well 
informed as to what was going on at all 
times by posting all minutes of meetings 
on the bulletin boards and in The Gateway, 
and when any important legislation was 
under consideration special Union meetings 
were called to consider the matter, three 
such being held. 

As a result of this policy I believe that 
there has been a greater interest taken in 
student affairs than has been shown for 
some years past, and it is very desirable 
that this interest be maintained. 

A brief summary of the year’s work and 
whatever recommendations we considered 
advisable to pass on to the new Council 
follow. 

As we were starting the new era in 
student affairs beginning with the fall of 
1929 the Council decided that it would be a 
good thing to have the Constitution re- 
written and consolidated to date. To this 
end a committee was appointed composed 
of Max Wershof, Chairman; Anna Wilson, 
Secretary; Bill Hobbs, and Reg. Hamilton. 

The Committee worked long and faithfully 
throughout the summer and succeeded in 
doing the most constructive piece of work 
that has ever been done along this line at 
this University. 

The new Constitution is a model of its 
kind, and the Committee have earned the 
gratitude of students and faculty alike. 

Another new and very popular. change’ 
was made this year when the ruling against 
University students holding overtown func— 
tions was abolished. 

For years this ruling has been a constant 
source of grievance, and its removal was 
a good piece of work and in keeping with 
the changing conditions of a rapidly grow— 
ing University. : 

he removal of the regulation, however, 
made it necessary that certain very definite 
rules be drawn up regarding the manner in 
which overtown functions were to be con— 
ducted. “ 

These regulations were drawn up and have 
greatly facilitated the smooth working out 
of this side of student life, and a very high 
standard of conduct has been maintained. 

THE DISCIPLINARY COMMITTEE 

The new constitution provided for the 
creation of a Students’ Disciplinary body to 
replace the old Students’ Court. 

The Council appointed Reg. Hamilton, 
Chairman; Al Harding, Secretary; Max 
Wershof, Don McKenzie, and Louis White— 
horn ‘were elected members. 

To this Committee fell the difficult task 
not only of maintaining discipline, but of

getting a standard of student conduct that 
may well become a fine tradition of the 
future. 

The Committee started in upon their 
duties with the object of securing the con— 
fidence of the students by dispensing with 
the formality and red tape which is usually 
associated with a students’ court. Cases 
coming before the Committee were discussed 
in an informal manner, and at all times the 
person .in question has been dealt with 
fairly and impartially. : 

The result of the policy of the Committee 
has been that students and authorities alike 
have come to regard the Disciplinary Com— 
mittee as one of the finest student institu— 
tions on the Campus. 

Following the lead of the men a Women’s 
Disciplinary Committee has been formed to 
replace the old Wauneita Council; it will 
function in the 1980-31 term. 

The question of dance regulations and 
overcrowding at the major dances in Atha— 
basca Hall has been one that has required 
attention for some time, and the whole ‘situ— 
ation was brought to a head last November 
when the Council, in order to prevent whole— 
sale scalping and transference of tickets, 
drew attention to the fact that tickets to 
major dances were not transferable. 

The Council’s action being misinterpreted 
by many students resulted in the calling of 
the famous “indignation meeting” of the 
Students’ Union. The meeting itself accom— 
plished little; but it was of great value in 
that it gave the students an opportunity to 
see how the machinery of the new constitu— 
tion would act in a case where the student 
body wished to veto the action of the 
Students’ Council. 

Following this meeting a special com— 
mittee was appointed to draw up regula— 
tions concerning the sale of tickets, the 
number of people allowed on the floor at 
dances, and the general conduct to be fol— 
lowed by class executives in putting on 
dances. 

The putting into force of the new dance 
regulations has greatly added to the en— 
joyability of the occasions, because over— 
crowding has been eliminated and there 
has been a smoothness and dispatch about 
the whole affair that has been very pleasing. 

ANCES 

The satisfactory financing of all Stu— 
dents’ Union activities is the most difficult 
task that any Council has to face and the 
task this year was no exception. 

Our Intercollegiate obligations and our 
provincial playoffs involve us in a very 
heavy expenditure, particularly as nearly 
all our teams want to travel, and the cost 
of sending them to Winnipeg, Saskatoon 
and Vancouver is a very heavy drain on our 
treasury. 

This year, while the calibre of our ath— 
letics was very good, we had very few 
winning teams, and as a consequence there 
was a lack of support at the games, with 
the result that some clubs, notably hockey, 
incurred a huge deficit. 

In view of the fact that in past years 
some Councils have exceeded their budgets 
and left a debt for their incoming Council 
to pay, this Council decided very definitely 
that they were going to balance. their 
budget, no matter what the cost. 

About the end of January a check up on 
gate receipts showed that some clubs were 
much short of their estimated incomes, 
hockéy being ‘in the worst position. 

As the hockey team had not made their 
trip to Winnipeg there was a chance to save 
a considerable sum of money even at the 
cost of breaking an intercollegiate agree— 
ment; so the Council, after thoroughly in— 
vestigating the situation, decided to cancel 
the hockey trip rather than incur a deficit 
of the full amount of the cost of sending 
them. 

This drastic action resulted in the rink 
committee offering to refund their share of 
the gate receipts of the intercollegiate games 
on the express condition that the Council 
would put on a campaign to get a large 
attendance out at the Manitoba game. The 
Council gratefully accepted the offer, and 
put on the famous “green ribbon’ campaign 
which many students disapproved of, but 
which, nevertheless, had the desired results, 
and the hockey team travelled. 

This episode, however, served to focus 
attention on our financial situation as. far 
as athletics were concerned, and when the 
Council brought in a proposal that a $5.00 
voluntary athletic fee be collected in the 
same manner as the Year Book fees are now 
collected, it passed a special Union meet— 
ing called to consider it without a dissent— 
ing voice. 

This $5.00 fee, which is collected from 
every student in the fall, entitles the stu— 
dent to a ticket to every athletic event on 
the campus.

even Dollar Fee For Gym 


- Will Be Charged Next Fall 


Extra Fee Will Be Refunded if Union is Opposed to Building New 
Gym at Student Cost—Committee of Investigation 
Appointed—Total Union Fee $25.00 


At its last meeting, on May 26th, the 
Students’ Council for the session 1930-31 
decided to increase the Students’ Union fee 
paid by each regular member at registration 
next fall by the amount of $7.00 for use 
in the construction of a new gymnasium and 
swimming pool, as proposed at the meeting 
of the Union held on April 10th. It was 
also decided, however, that no further steps 
In the construction of the new building 
would be undertaken unless and until the 
plan was definitely sanctioned by a two— 
thirds majority vote of the Students’ Union, 
at an assembly to be called shortly after 
the opening of the session next fall. If the 
proposal does not receive the majority assent 
collected will be returned to the students. 
of the Union at this meeting the extra fee 
If the proposal is accepted the Board of 
Governors will then be asked to apply the 
extra funds to the construction of new 
buildings as desired by the Union and 
Council. 

In the meantime a committee has been 
appointed by the Council to investigate 
architectural plans and costs and operation 


methods and expenses during the summer 
holidays. This committee will be expected 
to report at the Union meeting in the fall. 

The total fee to be collected for the 
Union from each student next fall is there— 
fore $25.00. Of this $5.00 is for general 
administration; $3.00 is used to retire the 
loan on the covered rink; $2.00 is the sub— 
scription to The Gateway; $3.00 is the sub— 
scription to The Evergreen and Gold, and 
may be withdrawn if the book is not desired; 
$5.00 is the athletic fee for entitling the 
student to spectator’s rights to all Mniver— 
sity games, and may also be withdrawn if 
these rights are not desired; and $7.00 is 
the extra levy for the proposed gym., which 
sum may or may not be returned according 
as the Union approves or disapproves of the 
proposal. Ten dollars, therefore, each regu— 
lar student must contribute to the Union; 
eight dollars more he may at his discretion; 
‘and seven dollars more he may have to or 
may not, according as the vote goes. In 
any case he will have to be prepared te 
hand over $25.00 to the Union on registra— 
tion. 
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THE YEAR BOOK 


Since the publication of the last 
regular issue of; The Gateway, The 
Evergreen and Gold of 1929-30 has 
appeared. Because of the fact that 
its appearance regularly occurs later 
than the twentieth number of The 
Gateway, it is usually spared that 
public criticism which might serve to 
search out at once its general and 
its particular merits and defects. 
This is an unfortunate condition, 
whether a customary or a necessary 
one; but since it now appears pos- 
sible to issue the Year Book regu- 
larly before May 15th we see no 
reason why it should not be criticized 
yearly on general matters in the Con- 
vocation issue of The Gateway. 

With two points of exception we 
must praise the general nature of 
The Evergreen and Gold of this year. 
One of those points is in regard to 
the, epitaphs, which on the whole are 
as banal and as inane as ever; this, 
however, is a condition which we can 
hope to relieve only by general edu- 
cation; it is largely beyond*the con- 
trol of those responsible for the pub- 
lication of the book. On the other 
point, however, the staff is alone to 
be censured, and the Director in par- 
ticular, if our criticism is just. Our 
criticism is that The Evergreen and 
Gold of this session contains, scatter- 
ed among its advertisements, many 
remarks and anecdotes which are sup- 
posedly humorous, and which are un- 
doubtedly coarse. This is no matter 
in which to mince words: these so- 
called jokes are dirty, smutty, filthy 
—and, worse than that, they are not 
frankly and openly obscene, no mat- 
ter how essentially their humour, if 
they possess any, depends on their 
salacious nature. Let us, by all 
means, admit the facts of sex; let us, 
if it comes naturally to us to do so, 
consider them a legitimate subject 
for humour; but, in respect for all 
that is pure and chaste, let us not 
laugh at and jest over them slyly 
while pretending to consider them 
too sacred to be objects of laughter 
and joking. There is no more effec- 
tive way to undermine respect for 
chastity and purity, modesty and con- 
tinence, than that of pretending re- 
spect while subtly denying it and in- 
sidiously exposing it to contempt. Of 
course it may be that pornography is 
a far higher thing, in standpoints re- 
ligious, social, moral, and utilitarian, 
than is delicacy and seriousness in 
thought and speech regarding matters 
of sex; but many do not think so; and 
the Opinion expressed in this edi- 
torial is, we believe, the opinion held 
by the majority of students here. 
Whether it is or not, for ourselves, 
we would rather that the student 
body had no Yeat Book this session 
than a Year Book so vitiated.

Students not desiring to take advantage 
of the ticket may get their $5.00 refunded 
before a fixed date, and then they pay the 
regular admissions as at present. 

This fee will provide the Council with a 
certain definite income at the beginning of 
the season, and they can budget accord— 
ingly. It will have the effect of stabilizing 
financing, and the Council will know be— 
forehand just how much money will be 
available to spend, and they will not be 
put in the position to incur a big deficit 
through estimated income failing to ma— 
terialize. 

_As it turned out, after the publicity 
given to the hockey situation, every single 
venture of the Students’ Union from that 
time on showed a surplus on the right side 
of the ledger, with the result that we were 
able to show a substantial surplus on the 
year’s operations after putting aside suffi— 
cient money to cover any bad debts we 
may have. j 

THE N.F.C.U.S. 

The N.F.C.U.S. and its aims and objects 
have been constantly kept before the stu— 
dents this year. 

The N.F.C.U.S. debating team from 
Bishop’s College and the Universite de Mon— 
treal established a brief but pleasant con— 
tact with our University, and during their 
stay here a valuable interchange of ideas 
on student affairs took place. 

This year Alberta is taking advantage of 
the Exchange of Undergraduates scheme, 
and two Federation Scholars have been ap— 
pointed, both of whom are going to Toronto 
next year. 

Miss Mary Jackson in Arts and Mr. W. A. 
Shandro in Medicine are the two fortunate 
students who will represent Alberta and to 
whom we will look to maintain the high 
reputation ‘our University now holds among 
the Eastern colleges. 

i RESERVES 

Provision has been made this year where— 
by a reserve fund is to be built up for The 
Gateway, Year Book and Union. 

It is provided that when either of these 
three organizations show a surplus on their 
year’s operations that an amount not ex— 
ceeding one hundred dollars be set aside 
as a reserve until a maximum of $500.00 
has been reached. 

This will eventually give an emergency re— 
serve of $1,500.00 between the three or— 
ganizations, which is not a bit too much 
to have on a $25,000 business. 

% A monthly statement of Students’ Union 
finances has appeared in The Gateway 
throughout the term, and no effort has 
been spared to keep the students informed 
as to how their money was being spent. 

MEN’S ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION 

“Men’s Athletics had a successful year 
during the session 1929-30. Although not 
winning many championships, we had more 
athletes competing in the various athletic 
endeavours carried on by our asso¢iation. I 
believe that the change in the physical 
training system, whereby men playing or 
training with teams which play outside or— 

. ganizations, would be exempt from physical 
training, had much to do with this. I also 
believe that with continued co-operation 
with this department we will increase our 
number of competing athletes. I believe 
that physical training is essential to the 
welfare of our University, just as it is to 
the individual, but a man taking part in 
Interfaculty competition receives sufficient 
of the training, and gets’ more than those 
taking physical education as given by our 
instructors. What we need here most of 


all is a permanent head of our Physical 
Education department, who will have super— 
vision over our Interfaculty athletics, 
directing these just as much as he would 
the gymnasium work. By this method only 
will we be able to train our Interfaculty 
athletes to be our Senior athletes of to— 
morrow. 


THE SOCIAL DIRECTORATE . 

The Social Directorate comprised of Mary 
Lehmann, Vince Allen, Kae Campbell, Norma 
Henry, and Herbie Morris, made a splendid 
entertainment committee, and looked after 
all the visiting teams in a manner which 
left nothing to be desired, and they main— 
tained the reputation which Alberta enjoys 
among the other Universities as a place of 
splendid hospitality. 


THE LITERARY ASSOCIATION 

“The Executive of the Literary Association 
for 1929-30 has carried on its work of deal— 
ing with matters which affected the four 
clubs which are within its fold. These 
matters were of two kinds—those concern— 
ing each individual club or those concern— 
ing the four clubs as a whole. Three offi— 
cial meetings of the Executive were held 
during the year, and at these meetings the 
chief items considered were those of budgets 
presented by the respective organizations 
and the whole question of, Literary decora— 
tions, which was carefully considered, dis— 
cussed and _ revised. Practically all the 
"budgets presented received a first ‘pruning 
down” by the Executive, and in each case 
the club remained within its budget. The 
question of Literary Decorations was this: 
each organization under the Literary Asso— 
ciation is allowed to grant to any of its 
distinguished members an “A” pin decora— 
tion. Up until this year it has been the 
custom for the Dramatic Society and the 
Debating Society to award pins of different 
design. This year the Orchestra and Glee 
Club applied for the permission to grant 
pins which would each be a different de— 
sign. Also each new club that may be form— 
ed under the Literary Association could 
apply for a decoration of distinctive design. 
Therefore, it was felt by the majority of 
the members ofthe Executive that in view 
of the fact that The Gateway awarded an 
“A” pin of still different design, and with 
the addition of the new Executive “A” pin, 
the multiplicity of design would be such as 
to lead to confusion as to recognition of 
the meaning of such pins, and thus a con— 
sequent loss to the value of each decoration 
would result. It was decided that the best 
solution would be simplification; and so a 
Literary “A” pin of standard design for all 
clubs in the Association was decided upon, to 
be given to any member of such clubs for 
distinguished service. There was a good 
deal of opposition put forward at first to 
such a scheme, especially by the members 
representing the Dramatic Society, these 
members contending that such a_ scheme 
would lower the present value of the Dra— 
matic “A” pin award. However, the ma— 
jority felt that such would not happen if 
the standard of requirements for the award 
were kept sufficienlty high for all the clubs 
in the Association.. The outcome of this 
was the formulation of amendments to 
Section IV of the Act to Provide for the 
Constitution of the Literary Association 
which incorporated these changes which 
were modelled on the present system of 
awarding athletic decorations, and these 
amendments were presented to the Stu— 
dents’ Council and duly passed by that 
body. 

The difficulty with the operation of the 
Executive of the Literary Association has 
always been that on account of the tend— 
ency of the various clubs to keep to them— 
selves its organization has tended to be— 


-|come nebulous on account of the feeling 


of estrangement which has grown up be— 
tween the clubs themselves and between 


the clubs and those officers of the Execu— 
tive, the President, the Vice—President, 
Senior and Junior Representatives, who 


may not be closely enough connected with 
Literary activities. Revisions of the Con— 
stitution have, however, been arrived at 
meeting this diffeulty, so that in future the 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Asso— 


ciation have to be either the Presidents of 
the two major clubs, the Dramatic and De— 
bating. It is hoped that this will result in 
closer co-operation of all concerned by re— 
moving all who may be useless appendages. 

But there has been co-operation this year 
in the Association to a certain extent. The 
Orchestra assisted as usual at the presenta— 
tions of the Dramatic Society and aided no 
little amount to their success. Again the 
Orchestra and the Glee Club combined to 
produce the operetta, “The Lucky Jade.” 
If such co-operation can be increased in 
the future it will be to the benefit of the 
whole Literary Association. 

The Orchestra bought a great deal of new 
music this year and greatly increased its 
membership. Mrs. Carmichael’s leadérship 
has been a great asset; Mr. Vernon New— 
love, President of the Orchestra, and Mr. 
Douglas Roxburgh, pianist of the Orchestra 
for a decade, were recommended for a Lit— 
erary “A” pin decorations, and these re— 
commendations were approved by the Exec— 
utive of the Literary Association. 

As for the Glee Club, aside from its 
highly successfull co—operation in the pre— 
sentation of the operetta, by which means 
the club is making itself more of a force 
in the University activities, it also held its 
regular meetings under the leadership of 
Brother Francis. The club saw fit to make 
no recommendations for the award of Liter— 
ary decorations, as it. was felt that no mem-— 
bers as yet had had time to distinguish 
themselves. sufficiently to receive such 
award.”

EVERGREEN AND GOLD 

“The tenth volume of the Evergreen and 
Gold has reached completion. It is certain 
evidence of the increased university enrol— 
ment and extensions of student activities. 

The book includes 228 pages, being an 
increase of 16 pages over the previous issue, 
compiled in divisons according to club ac— 
tivities, graduating students, classes and 
fraternities, as well as an advertising sec— 
tion. The first distribution of books ap— 
peared at the book store on April 1st and 
continued at three day intervals until 1,040 
were issued. Great credit is due to the care 
exercised by proof—readers and to the 
equally commendable printing done by the 
University Press. A uniform background 
for all layouts has been adopted, which with 
a three—tone frontispiece adds to the gen— 
eral attractiveness of the book. 

The Evergreen and Gold staff are not only 


praiseworthy for the great care and interest - 


they have shown in the work on the book 
itself, but also in the economic expenditure 
of their budget. The recently adopted year 
book fee has proved successful and gives 
the Director a definite knowledge of his 
available finance. This permits efficient 
and economic distribution of costs, as is 
shown in this year’s budget surplus. 
Recommendations. 

The following recommendations have been 
left by the retiring Director for the coming 


ar: 
(1) That the volume number as well as 
the year be included on the cover of the

(2) That suggestions for a frontispiece 
be secured from students. 

(3) That each club be responsible for 
the collection of prints for its layout.

THE GATEWAY 
Under the new Constitution the Editor 
of The Gateway does not have a seat on 
the Council; thus he is placed in an inde— 
pendent position, from which he may use 


the influence of the paper in keeping a 
check on the Council. s i 
The Union was fortunate this year in 


having a man occupy the position of Editor— 
in—Chief who had the mental backbone to 
criticize the Council severely and to stick 
by what he considered to be the right thing 
no matter what student opinion seemed to 
be. 
Mr. Conibear’s firm grasp of certain de— 


finite principles and his unswerving loyalty - 


to them has been an outstanding feature of 
The Gateway this year. 

The Gateway has been interesting more 
from its editorial point of view than from 
the point of view of its literary content, 
but on the whole it has had a very success— 
ful year. 


“As Editor of The Gateway during the 
session 1929-30, I have attempted to carry 
on the publication of our undergraduate 
newspaper on much the same lines as estab— 
lished in previous years. It is inevitable 
and, I believe, desirable that each editor 
of The Gateway make certain changes during 
his year in office compatible with his char— 
acter and experience. But the general 
policy and average value of the paper are 
now fairly well fixed, and may, so far as I 
can foresee, very well remain as at present 
until our student body is at least doubled in 
size. 

In some things the year has been excep— 
tional for The Gateway. On the whole the 
paper has, for various causes, aroused more 
interest than for many years back; it has 
received more than its usual share of com— 
ment, both favourable and unfavourable. 
Occasionally. news has proved very exciting; 
but interest has chiefly been. aroused 
through the editorial and feature pages. 
The attempt was made, as I have indicated 
in an editorial in my last regular issue, to 
avoid the commonplace as much as possible 
in feature articles; I may say now that the 
same was my endeavour in regard to edi— 
torials. The amount and interest of the 
correspondence received this year has been 
very gratifying; only three letters were 
refused publication, and one of those only 
because it was anonymous. With regard to 
the sport page no changes were made, with 
the exception of the attempt to break clear 
of the sport jargon which our paper has 
in previous year sometimes imitated. These 
are the minor particulars in which The 
Gateway has followed a new course this 
year. ¥ 

An important and outstanding difference 


from previous years has been a consequence 
of the independent position of the Editor 
under the newly—installed system of stud— 
ent government. Criticism of the Coun— 
cil’s action at such times as he differs with 
it has become part of the Editor’s func— 
tion. I have not hesitated to exercise this 
function, and consider it a fortunate matter 
that there have been several issues on 
which I have entirely disagreed with the 
student governing body. I consider it un— 
likely that so many important subjects of 
dispute concerning executive and legislative 
policy will occur in one year again; but in 
any case the Editors to come will have a 
precedent to indicate a policy which, it is 
agreed, is on the whole beneficial. 

It is unfortunate, however, that no pre— 
cedent was established of the Council stat— 
ing its own side of the case in The Gate— 
way when being criticized therein. I take it 
that it is understood that it has the right 
to do so at all times; but the custom of 
its exercising the right remains to be es— 
tablished. At the time of my memorable 
censure of the Council’s action in using 
what I consider illegitimate devices to pro— 
mote the sale of tickets to a hockey game, 
I took special care to offer the Council 
space in which to reply. As it appears, 
however, the members were not aware at 
the time of how severe my criticism was 
going to be—for I did not prepare the 


‘|form of it until just in time to get it on 


the press—consequently they did not see 
fit to meet it by any explanation of their 
conduct. I believe, however, that the new 
Council is thoroughly aware of the neces— 
sity of sometimes using its privilege to 


reply, and I expect to see a _ precedent 
established if the occasion arises next 
term. 


With regard to the payment of the Editor 
of The Gateway I must say that I would 
by all means prefer not to see it begun. 
Payment of some kind was recommended, as 
I am aware, by my two immediate predeces— 
sors in their final reports, and I presume 
that it was in a large degree in response 
to their recommendations that the retiring 
Council carried the proposal of establishing 
a yearly honorarium of $100.00 for the 
Editor. I consider such an honorarium, or 


any, uncalled for, and indeed only harmful. 
he Editor is otherwise sufficiently recom— 
pensed for the burden he is asked to carry; 
and so long as the other members of the 
staff and their assistants are not paid, his 
being so, in no matter how inadequate a 
degree, is bound to endanger the co—opera— 
tion between him and them which is at 
present a large part of his recompense. 

The policy of setting up a reserve fund 
for The Gateway is one which I heartily 
endorse; but I do not think the means 
adopted will procure the amount reserved 
as soon as it may be desired. The past 
two years, for various reasons, of which 
the chief [I consider to be the energy and 
ability of the business staffs, have been 
financially very successful for The Gate— 
way; it is impossible to say how long these 
reasons may continue to exert their bene— 
ficial influence; there should therefore be a 
fairly large reserve established as soon as 
possible to meet possible adverse conditions. 
A very large reserve will also be absolutely 
necessary before any change to bi-weekly or 
daily form may be made; and it is impos— 
sible to foretell how soon one or other of 
these may become desirable. I would there— 
fore suggest that in the future the whole 
of whatever surplus there may be on The 
Gateway proceedings be assigned to its re— 
serve. 

Finally, I recommend that the system of 
financing which has been on trial for The 
Gateway this year be retained. It is that 
of having a trust account in the general 
office, by the operation of which Gateway 
business has been conducted with greater 
expedition than in previous years, to the 
increased satisfaction of all concerned.

THE GYMNASIUM 

The need for a gymnasium at the Univer— 
sity is one that has long been recognized 
by everyone, nad we have at various times 
entertained elusive hopes that a gymnasium 
might be provided for in the regular Uni— 
versity building programme. c 

Upon receiving quite definite assurance 
this spring that the government would not 
be in a position to build a gymnasium until 
after a great many more pressing academic 
needs had been satisfied, the Council dis— 
cussed the question of building a gym— 
nasium themselves. 

After some consideration they decided to 
put the question up to the student body at 
a Union meeting. This was done, and the 
matter received a great deal of discussion. 

A plebiscite was held and two proposals 
put forward, one that beginning next fall we 
ask the authorities to collect a seven dollar 
gymnasium fee from every student until 
such time as the rink is paid for, then the 
three dollar rink fee to be diverted to the 
gymnasium fund, making a total of ten 
dollars, the other proposal that a straight 
ten dollar fee be collected. 

The seven dollar fee carried, and subject 
to certain satisfactory arrangements being 
made with the Government, the plans for 
the gymnasium will be proceeded with this 
summer. J

The year has been a very interesting one 
from every point of view, and a year which 
I believe will go down as one of the best 
the University has had. 

Whatever measure of success the Council 
has achieved has been due to the splendid 
way in which the individual members have .

West, we owe a great deal for their helpful 
advice and kindly co-operation, which has 
been freely given at all times and which 
has enabled us to bring out term of office 
to a successful and pleasant conclusion.
